An objection to shade trees along the 
roadside is that they injure the adja- 
oent crops. This Injury ts done by the 
roots rather than by the shade, as the 
game soll can not nourish two crops 
at the same time, Sever the roots on 
the fleld side by digging « trench, The 
ground can then be successfully culti- 
vated with almost any crop. If you 
have no (reos along the roadside, whose 
roots need cutting, go right at it and 
set them out. In a few years their 
roots w ilbe big enough to cut and 
then you can try it, Then you will 
notice that there has been a big in- 
crease In the value of your farm. 


A moat formidable competitor of the 
United States and Canada for the con- 
trol of the European cattle market has

Sim—I have to thank you fora note of 
encouragement in Tuesday's issue with 
regard to my communication respecting 
the Public and High Schools, and trast 
your advice’to parents, as to well ventilats 
bedrooms may be appreciated and acted 
upco, Doubtlessa great deal of mise 
chief arises in consequence of noglecting 
soimportant a matter. If the public 
generally realized the advantage and even 
necessity of pure air, they would nct subs 
mit So tamely to the want of it in our 
schools, but would as the Minister of 
Education suggested give tho Board of 
‘Trustees the means to supply better ac- 
commodation and we might then hope 
that our children finding out practically 
the great benefit of pure air in their 
achools, might also succeed in persuading 
their parents to admit more into their 
dwelling houses. I regret to learn from 
Wednesday's issue that you are not in 
favor of the erection of a new high school. 
It is possible there may be maoy difficul- 
ties in the way, but they should be overs 
come. Why did the Minister so strongly 
recommend giving the High School a 
seperate building, so that the pupils of the 
public schools shou'ld have the whole of 
the present building? closing his remarks 
with the quctation :

The Inhabitants Terrified by 
an Earthquake Alock- Great Damage 
to Property. 

Rome, Nov. 1—This city was visited 
by violent shocks of earthquake t 
6.40 o'clock this morning. pls were 
roused from their slumbers and fled 
to the open squares, and the greatest 

consternation prevailed. 

The convent of Santa Marla Magglore 
was greatly damaged. A portion of 
the outer wall was overthrown and 
part of the ceiling has fallen. One of 
the inmates, a monk, was Injured. 

The shocks were confined to the Pro- 
vince of Rome. They were felt very 
strongly at the Castelli! Romani, but 
the damage done there was not serious. 
Two clocks in the observatory stopped 
the moment the tremblings began,each 
indicating the hour 5.33. 

The shocks created a great panic 
among the Inmates of the prison and # 
mutiny was attempted. froops were 
quickly called to the assistance of the 
Keepers and In a short time the mutiny 
was suppressed and order restored.

cited spectators. At the sides of the 
arena and under the galleries are the 
cages in which the Hons and. tigers 
are kept without food, until, frenzied 
with hunger and thirst, they are let 
out upon some poor victim, who, with 
hie sword and alone, 1a condemned to 
moet them, I think that Paul himself 
once stood In such @ place, and that it 
was not only figuratively, but liter- 
that he had ‘fought with beasts 
phesus,” 

The gala day has come. From all 
the world the people are pouring into 
Verona, Men, women and children, or- 
ators and senators, great men and 
small, thousands upon thousands come 
until the first gallery 1s full, and the 
second, the third, the fourth, the fitth 
—all the way up to the twentleth, 
allthe way up to the thirtieth, all the 
Way up to the fortieth. Every place 
{a filled, Immensity of audience sweep- 
ing the great circle, Silence! The 
time for the contest has come, A 
Roman oficial leads forth the victim 
into the arena. Let him get bis sword 
with firm grip in his right hand. The 
25,000 sit breathlessly watching, I hear 
the door at the side of the arena creak 
open. Out plunges the half-starved 
lion, his tongue athirst for blood, and, 
with a roar that brings all the galler- 
fen to their feet he rushes against the 
sword of the combatant.

The wild 
beast, lame and bleeding, slinks back 
toward the mide of the arena; then, 
rallying his wasting strength, he comes 
up with flercer eye and more terrible 
rear than ever, only to be driven back 
with a fatal wound, while the com- 
batant comes in with stroke after 
atroke until the monster Is dead at his 
feet, and the 26,000 people clap their 
hands and utter a shout that makes 
the olty tremble. 

Sometimes the audience came to see

Philadelphia, Nov. %.—Interest In the 
Holmes trail has steadily grown since 
the case began Monday, and each day 
the crowd has been larger.

When the court opened, Mr, Rotan 
stated to Judge Arnold t Mr, Shoe- 
maker was too ill to appear, but that 
he was willing that he (Mr. Rotan) 
whould make the closing argument 
alone, providing that the court would 
not grant a delay.

Mudgett, alias H. H. Holmes, was ar-

ber 5, 18%, at No. 1316 Callowhill- 
street, of Benjamin F. Pitezel. 

Holmes and Pitezel had been friends 
for years. Pitezel was un Jiliterate 
man and was the tool of the superior 
Intelligence of Holmes, being used by: 
the latter to assist him in more than 
one dishonest scheme, The two plan- 
ned to swindle the Fidelity Mutual Lite 
Association of Philadelphia out of $10,- 
000. The plot was for Pitezel to take 
gut the policy and then to ‘epresent 
that he died. A bogus corpse was to 
be substituted for his supposed body 
The plot progressed so that Fitezel 
came to this city and rented the house 
at No, 1316 Callowhill-street under the 
name of Benjamin F. Perry.

Pitezel and swindled her out of her 
share, save $500. The woman's share 
wan to have been $10,000, less $289 
pald for funeral expenses.

The maritime list of appeals was

THEY FATTEN THEIR VICTIMS ANO 
SLOWLY ROAST THEM. 


Defense of the Outtom—Captatn 


om Africa's 


One of the 
ever read bet 
Uon wna that pr 
Hinde at the meeting of the Brit 
Apsoolation recently, Capt. Hind 
one of Baron Dabnis' force on the Con- 
go, and in his paper he gave a descrip 
tion of the cannibal natives in that 
district and a startling account of 
thelr customs. 

After Capt, Hinde had concluded. 
Mr, Elworthy took up the discussion 
on behalf of the cannibal, claiming 
that his appetite was not altogether 
reprehensible and that it should be In 
& measure considered with some lent- 
ency becauke it had been the origin of 
the most solemn of all Christian riten, 
the Sacrament, He argued that tho 
idea underlying cannibalism was to be 
found in primeval belief of mankind 
Which supposed that the person ocon- 
suming another acquired in that way 
many © 
bad distinguished the victim. 

He cited the well-known bellet on 
tho part of certain savage tribes that 
in eating the heart of a particularly 
Vallant énemy they introduced Into 
thelr own nature the courage they had 
been compelied to admire In the man 
that was dead 

Capt. Hinde sald that cannibaltam 
prevailed almost Universally through- 
Congo bavin, and that Instea¢ 
‘easing, It le growing steadily, 
end a large trade Is carried on among 
the various tribes In selling and ex- 
changing slaves intended to be eaten 
He stated, also, the heretofore unpub- 
lished fact that women were very sol 
dom eaten, the savages, elther from 
an Innate sense of gallantry or from 
nome pecullarity of the palate, prefer 
males as a dict, and furthermore that 
a vicUm Intended for a feast, is never 
dismembered before belong cooked, but 
1\ roasted entire, the favorite Joints 
and portions being sliced off after the 
Wubject Ix done to a turn 

The only exception Jn that the head 
Je cut off, kept for several days, and 
then m into a stew. The brain ts 
considered the greatest delicacy, and 
generally Koes to the chief, The meat 
human flewh tastes not unlike veal 
The skin is never eaten, because when 
Laked it becomes somewhat leathery 
snd tough. That human beings are 
eaten for any religious or superstitious 
reayon, Capt. Hinde denied, and said 1, 
was done purely for food. 
Cannibals do not eat the flesh of 
mombers of thir immediate famlly

| Capt. Hinde told of a man who hay- 


Ing been killed, hix two sons handed 
the body over to a circle of friends, 
who ate it for him. 

The most horrible of all the facts 
given by Capt. Hinde was his descrip- 
tion of the manner in which cannibals 
prepare victims for cating. It has been 
sald that some of these people keep a 
stock of prisoners on hand, fattening 
them until sultable for killing, Capt 
Hinde shows that among the tribes of 
the Bangala race these prisoners are 
frightfully tortured under the belief 
hat it makes thelr flesh more tender 
and, consequently, more palatable, 

One method resembles In a painful 
degree the way in which the goose {x 
prepared for pate de fole gras, all the 
folnts of the man sbeing broken, even 
to those of his fingers and toes, He 
Is then buried up to his neck In a clay 
ey earth, while around his temporary 
grave huge pits are dug wherein a fire 
1a kept constantly burning, The heat 
keeps the buried man in a profuse per- 
spiration, Men attend to the fires, so 
that the temperature may be kept up. 

Other men take turns In feeding the 
head that fs above ground, forcing In- 
to the mouth bananas, palm oll and 
other nutritious eatables that have a 
tendency to fatten. There is hardly 
any Intermission-in this compulsory 
eating and drinking during the three 
or four days the man ts kept in thlx 
awful position. At the end of that 
time he is dug up, more dead than 
allve, but considerably fatter and soft- 
ér than he was when he was put down, 
and then he Is promptly killed. What 
merciful instinct prompts the cannibal 
te kill his victim before roasts him 
jv not known, but, with very few ex- 
ceptions, this Ix done. 

A modification of this method Is keep- 
Ing the victim under water for the 
same length of time. In such cases 
the joints are broken, as described, and 
the man {s seated In a pit, his arma 
ind feet being tled together, and then 
the pit is filled with water to the yic- 


tim’s neck. He Is fed In the same man- | 


ner as his unfortunate brother under 
ground, and when-the time comes he 
ls clubbed to death preparatory to 
roasting 

The process of cooking is a rather 
elaborate one. Trenches are dug and 
carefully Iined with large round pleces 
of rock, so as to make a floor and line 
the walls, A day before the cooking 
enormous fires of branches and twigs 
are built In the trenches, and are kept 
alive until the stones are superheated. 
The body of the man to be eaten Is 
then laid In thin pit, the ashes of the 
branches and twigs bélng the only pro- 
tection between the skin and the 
stones. These ashes from the wood 
keep the skin from belng burned 

Earth is then shovelied in loosely, 
and the body 1s left to cook for hours, 
After that, and when It is considered 
suMctently done, the earth is shovelled 
away and the body is again brought to 
the surface, The cannibals sit about 
the fire, and cut off such slices as they 
desire. These are devoured, together 
with friute, and a general holiday t# 
enjoyed. 

According to the captain's estimate, 
twenty millions of people In the Congo 
Basin are eaters of human flesh. The 
entire population is 25,000,000, The laws 
made by the Belgians tn the govern- 
ment of this district punish cannibal- 
ism with death, and a number of man- 
eating chiefs have been hanged. 

In addition to this custom of eating 
human beings, another equally horrible 
exists. When a chief of any of these 
Congo tribes dies all his wives are 
buried alive with him. A hole te dug in 
the ground about as large as an ordi- 
nary room and in the middle of It the 
body of the chief is placed. One of the 
wives Jumps down ‘nto the hole and 
seats herself cross legged at tho head 
of the corpse, another wife squats her- 
eclf at his feet and others sit around 


on the sldes. If there Is any room some 
of his slaves are brought inand make 
the outer fringe of the circle, Neither 
the wives or the slaves manifest the 
flightest concern and accept the fate 
entirely as a matter of course.-N. Ys 
World.

Only very recently a 
royal decree has been promulgated in 
Belgfum declaring the easential quall- 
ties of pure chicory, requiring all pack- 
ager to be logibly marked with the 
nome, and forbidding under heavy pen- 
Alties the wale of any adulteration as 
the genuine article. A similar law ex- 
ists respecting coffee —Sclentiic Amer- 
iean. 


BICYCLE AS FAST AS A TRAIN. 


AtULast We Have an Electric “Safety 
Golng Over 30 Miles an Hour, 


The electric bicycle is among the 
probabilities. .A New York inventor 
has fashioned one and claims for it a 
speed of 30 miles an hour. A wheelma: 
is very skillful who can cover 17 miles 
an hour over any ordinary road. The 
petroleum bicycle had @ trial in the 
road races for motor vehicles itn 
France, but it was never in the race, 

The electrical bicycle weighs about 
6 pounds. The motor I* directly un- 
der the seat. The battery-box Is the 
cumbersome feature. It rests on a 
small arm, which stands out from the 
frame, directly over the rear wheel. 
The box is about 36 Inches long and 7 
in depth. From the battery run two 
wires to the motor, A narrow leather 
belt connects the motor with the rear 
axle. Wires from the motor run along 
the upper bar of the frame to a grad- 
uating switch, near the handlebar. A 
lump, throwing a refléction 20 feet, in 
connected with the motor, the electric- 
ity serving the two-fold purpose of 
light and power, 

The Inventor Is not sure but that 
over 30 miles an hour can be made 
over a good road. This speed would be 
accompanied by great danger of course 
should the rider fall off. 

The inventor says that he borrowed 
a friend's safety, fitted the Invention 
to it, and asked the owner to give itn 
trial, ‘The wheel was tried on the 
boulevard one morning at daybrenk. 
The result was astonishing. The tn- 
ventor says the apeed did not exceed 
20 miles an hour. The man who rode 
the wheel Is willing to swear that It 
was nearer to a hundred miles. He 
dldn't want to try It again. The In- 
ventor purchased the machine from 
him and hus since Improved It.—N. Y- 
World

as it has been present. It is simply 
vexatious to Invest in a pure bred sire 
which proves to be Impotent, or to 
purchase a female or females for 
breeding which fail to reproduce, And 
it Is equally vexatious when produc- 
tion has taken place to find the young 
offspring so delicate that it can't be 
kept alive, 

I have heard fun poked at the own- 
ers of Dorsets because of the apparent 
restlessness of their rams in the pens 
to which they have been confined for 
exhibition purposes, And It would of 
crurse be easily possible to get too much 
of restlessness In any breed to be com- 
patible with the highest feeding quali- 
tles. But in a stock ram, that inher- 
ent activity of movement which some 
mien call restlesaness is an excellent 
Indication of that stamina which Is a 
kLarantee of excellent breeding quall- 
tles, When the men who are thus In- 
clined to make merry over what they 
term the restlessness of Dorset rams 
find an equal degree of stamina in the 
rams of the breed which then are pro- 
pagating, let them cast the first stone. 

But stamina however marked may 
be easily impaired. A few generations 
of unwise management will render any 
breed delicate, however much of stam- 
ina !t may possess. The antagonistic 
Influences are many. Confine breed- 
ing sheep for any lengthened period to 
the stall or shed, summer or winter, 
and they will lose in ruggedness, Ex- 
erclse In the open alr is indispensible 
to thelr well being and also to their 
well doing. Feed them on dry foods 
without succulence for any lengthened 
perfod and you impair the stamina 
and injure the breeding qualities. And 
relax carefulness in selection and the 
same result follows. Some animals 
more or less delicate will come into ex- 
Istence even under the most improved 
system of management, and these of 
ccurse should never be kept for breed- 
ing under any circumstances. Over- 
feeding 1s also injurtous to stamina, 
But it should be borne in mind that 
under-feeding {s equally tnjurious, A 
ram that is well fed, and kept com- 
fortably in a paddock well provided 
with shade, will render much better 
service than one on wide pastures so 
parched that they do not sustain a suf- 
fictenocy of flesh. 

Let the breeders of Dorsets look well 
to the stamina of their flocks. It is one 
of the crowning glories of the breed, 
May it ever be maintained.

Read 
with the {dea not so much of learning 
what the author thinks, as of learning 
the facts on which he bases his ideas, 
and from these deciding what to think 
yeurself, Thought is, alter all, the 
great Intellectual organizer, and any 
family that will carefully read and di- 
pest a few good books and papers a 
year will soon find ‘the family brary 
supplying the place of the city attrac- 
tions to the young people and securing 
for the older members an int In 
a life that Is not narrowed down to 
the sum and substance of money-g 
ting. Let the local gossip rest, in the 
heme circle.

| Milking Three Times a Day Tnereagos the 


Quantity of MAK and oF Fat. 


In an Investigation and report on 
the milk of 16 Dutch cows, during ar 
entire season, by Prof. W, Fielsch- 
mann, many Interesting facts are 


| brought out. 


Firat, {t confirms what has been 
claimed in this deparimeént—that milk- 
ing three times a day elves usualy 
an increase both of milk and of fat 
In the case of this herd the Increase 
of fat was 13,08 per cent. over that 
given when milked twic: a day. In 
an official test, therefore, milking three 
times a day should not be allowed un- 
Jeas all the cows are milked 30. 

Second, In the obyeryations on this 
herd the indiyidual characteristics of 
cows as to flow of milk and quality 
were found to be largely transmitted 
to their offspring. 

In the trials at the New York station 
with their own herd of cows, It ap- 
pears that the Shorthorn produced the 
greatest total milk solids, or the great:

THE UNDERTAKER ALSO TESTIFIES 


Message Bent by Dallas yams to 
werk 
Court 


Toronto Nov. B—One of and 
one-half witne were all that 
the principal actors in the Hyams 


murder trial were able to dispose of 
during the six hours’ session yeater- 
day ; that js to way, the evidence of 
one withers was completed, while the 
second was still on the stand when 
the hour for adjournment had arrived. 
It was not Gn interesting day, #o far 
ns the spectators were concerned, as 
the testimony dealt entirely with the 
clroumatances existing in and about 
the warehouse directly after the kill- 
ing of Willie Wells. 

During the early part of the after- 
noon session, there came into the court 
room, taking ® eat directly behind 
the prisoners’ dock, a little lady dreas- 
ed in the deepest mourning, her face 
hidden fr view by a heavy vell. 
ed spectator of the pro- 
Mra, Ebenezer Ayles- 
. wife of the Crown's principal 
witness, and sister of the dead boy and 
Mra, Harry Hyams Notwithstanding 
her close proximity to the prisoners, 
neither of the twins was aware of her 
presence, and Mra. Aylesworth de- 
parted quietly with her husband at the 
adjournment of the session. 

Almost the entire morning session 
was devoted to the examination of 
Undertaker Humphrey, who, it cannot 
be said, owing to his inclination to 
contradict himeelf whenever closely 
pressed by counsel, made a good wit- 
ness, Mr. Humphrey seems to be pos- 
peased of a memory wonderfully vivid 
on some important points and sadly 
deficient on bther matters of equally 
grave importance. He remained, how- 
ever, unebaken In his testimony con- 
cerning the hour of his call to the fatal 
cellar on the morning of the “occur- 
rence,” and, in this, made an excel- 
lent witness for the Crown. 

The last 20 minutes of the morning 
and the entire afternoon sesion were 
taken up with the testimony and 
crows-examination of — Expressman 
Joseph Fox, the only party, other than 
the prisoners, Coroner Aiking | 1 
Dr. King, who saw the body of Wells 
as it lay bathed in Its life-blood on 
the morning of his tragic death. Fox 
was necessarily a Crown witness, ow- 
ing to his Immediate knowledge of the 
circumstances of the tragedy, and the 
buniness carried on by the prisoners, 
but his cheery amile of recognition as 
he passed the dock where the prisoners 
sat on leaving the Court at the noon 
recess, his frequent glances while in 
the witness box to the faces of his 
former empolyers, and his ready 
plies and hearty assent to all that Mr. 
Lount, counsel for the defence, asked 
or suggested, plainly indicated that he 
was not without a great deal of sym- 
pathy for the diminutive twins. 

Undertaker B. D. Humphrey, who re- 
moved the body of young Wells from 
the warehouse after the killing, and 
conducteed the funeral to Oshawa,was 
the first witness to take the stand when 
court opened. Mr. Humphrey said it 
Was 12 o'clock on Jan, 16, ‘93, when he 
reached the warehouse In answer to 
a telephone message from Expressman 
x. The time he was sure of, e 
was going to dinner when the telephone 
rang, He answered it personally, and 
took a cur to the warehouse, When he 
reached there he found Fox and one 
of the twins walting for him. Fox 


showed him to the cellar where he 
saw Wells’ body lying. They met 
Hyams on the stairway, Hyams said 


to the witness that in trying to lift 
the welght off Wells’ head he tore his 
hands. 

Witness waited until Coroner Alking 


arrived. He had been there about 20 
minutes when the corgner came, One 
of the prisoners told the witness that 


the welght had fallen and killed Wells. 
He also told Dr. Aikins the same 
story. To refresh Mr, Humphrey's 
meniory as to the exact words of the 
conversation of that occasion, Mr. Os- 
ler had recourse to the testimony of the 
witness given before the Police Mag- 
istrate. Mr. Lount jumped to hie feet 
and said he “decidedly objected” to th 
course pursued by Mr. Osler in this 
matter. A brief argument followed, 
with the ruling of His Lordship in 
favor of the Crown counsel. Coritin- 
uing, Mr. Humphrey sald that one of 
the prisoners told the coroner that the 
welght came off the hook and fell 
from the shaft. Just how it struck 
Wells they did not know, but they 
heard the weight fall, and they sup- 
posed Wells was looking up the shaft 
at the time. With another reference 
to the Police Court depositions to re- 
call the conversation in the cellar on 
the morning of the tragedy, the wit- 
ness said it was stated to the coroner 
by one of the prisoners that the weight 
fell from the third fluor 

In speaking of the condition of the 
body, the witness said that apart from 
the neck and head there was not a 
bruise or break 

Witness agreed with Dr. King that 
the head was of a conical shape, but 
stated that the apex of the cone was 
to the face, and not to the back of 
the skull. There was a break over the 
right eye, large enough to admit the 
laying in of two fingers. 
eye wae not visible, uving been driven 
in. The left eye Was protruding as a 
result of the pressure from the other 
aide. The top of the head was dplit 
down the centre and across, The legs 
were lying out almost perfectly 
straight. The clothes were in a nat- 
ural position, not disarranged, Brain 
matter was exuding from the head, but 
the witnes# did not notice any on the 


floor. There wax a pool of blood about 
the head, but witness did not notice 
any anywhere elae. The body was pre- 


pared for burial, and afterwards in- 
terred at Oshawa. Mr Osler was be- 
ginning to question the witness as to 
the exhuming of the body, with a view 
to proving that the skull produced in 
court was that of Wells, ‘To save time 
Messrs. Johnson and Lount admitted

“ *Freo trade,’ to borrow 
Cobden’s noble phrase, ‘is the 
tional law of God,’ Conversely 
truthfully said that protection ia the 
joternational law ofthe devil, Trade is 
the clvilizer of the world, the sbattle that 
weaves the thread of hunan brotherhood, 
the reciprocal service which one man 
owes to another, the equitable exchange 
which ‘blessed him that gives aad him 
that takes.’ Armios, navies, forts, arsen- 
aly, revenue cutters, expensive custom 
housos, apios, prijurers, vsclose faw suits, 
special’ privileges, polltical corruption, 
all these are the. neoessary accompacl~ 
ments of protection, Free trade asks nob 
such aid oreuch dotendors, The heavy 
burdon which these iniquities have placed 
uponthe shoulders of the peoplogrinding

tured for this alone. These teat cups 
are about the size of an ordinary wine 
glass, are made of flexible indla-rub- 
ber and are adapted to any cow 

“The four cups join at the bottom, 


with @ tube attached long enough to 
carry the mif% to the glas# cylinder 
or trap on top of the pall, Another 
tube connects this glass trap with the 
exhaust pipe running overhead. When 
the cups are placed on the teats and 
the exclusion of air is complete the 
milk begins to flow, not In a continu 
ous stream, but intermittently, strenm- 
ing into the glass receiver with each 
respiration of the pulsometer, Just as 
it would do when the hand closes on 
the teat In the act of milling, the mo- 
mentary Interval between each stroke 
being exactly the same. 

By ald of the glass recelver the at- 
tendant Is enabled to sce wen the 
milk ceases to flow, and then removes 
the cups at once. Should the suction 
go on, however, after the milk ceases 
to flow, no Injury will be done, This 
has been fully borne out by practical 
experiment, It is also worthy of note 
that the milk ‘froths’ up In the ‘pail 
just the same as if done by hand, The 
friction 1s so gentle that the cows seem 
to enjoy being milked by It 

“A hand machine for four cows, 
with a woman and a lad, fs capat of 
milking thirty cows In leas time than 
four women can do {t. Larger ma- 
chines are being fitted to milk large 
numbers at a time. 

“The most obylous advantage to be 
derived from a milking machine Mes 
in the fact that a large number of 
cows can be milked with the employ- 
nent of but few hands. This is a mat- 
ter of greater Importance in dairying 
than In most other lines where ma- 
chinery Is sought to be introduced, be- 
cause, while In other Hnes it may 
cheapen production, in dairying the 
number of cows that can be kept {s 
limited by the number of hands that 
can be kept busy on the farm outnid 
of the milking hour, 

“An additional advantage {a the 
absolute cleanliness that fs possible 
with a properly constructed machine, 
it being admitted that even the most 
strictly clean and careful hand milk- 
fre cannot entirely keep {impurities 
from the milk."

When watering plants or trees, re- 
member that a superficial sprinkling 
will start a growth of new rootlets 
near the surface of the ground which 
a hot sun may kil easily.

Yesterday the Crown Had the | 
Bost of It. 


A SILENT WITNESS DISCOVERED. 


Toronto, Nov. 14—The counsel for 
the Crown in the care of the 
Hyamese twink spent a consider- 
able portion of the time devoted 
to yesterday's session in lugging 


Into the court-room various sections 
of the elevator and weight shafin of 
the Colborne-atreet warehouse, as well 
4s other portions of the now notorious 
structure wherein Willle Welle met 
so tragic m death on the cold morn- 
ing of January 16, 1893, In fact, dur- 
ing the afternoon's proceedings it ap- 
peared to the Interested spectator a 
if Mr. Oster and his Untiring assint- 
ants were determined upon bringing 
up the entire warehouse on the instal- 
ment plan, and aw Mr, Curry or Detec- 
tive Cuddy would produce some new 
“alice of the ill-fated warehouse to 
be gazed upon and studied by the 
Jury and its bearing upon the issue to 
be plausibly explained by the Crown 
prosecutor and Witness Aldridge, the 
Interest In this new venture « 
the unhappy prisoner# became more 
and more intense, and caused His 
Lordship to Inquire; “Did the owner 
give Ue Crown permission to tear 
down the building?!” 

But these exhibits are of far more 
than passing importance to the 
Crown's side of the case; in fact they

Witnesses have testified that on look- 
Ing up the weight shaft before and 
about the time of the killing they had 
noticed the presence of the obstrue- 
tlon referred to: and as the missing 
piece, removed within a very few days 
after the death of the heavily-insured 
young man, had never been found, it 
came to be practically admitted that 
the obstruction had really existed, but 
it remained for a witness of yester- 
day, Carpenter Aldridge, who had been 
despatched to the warehouse to re- 
move certain portions of the weight 
shaft for the purposes of Mlustration, 
to find the much-wanted plece of wood 
that had been sawed out of the shaft. 
It is an insignificant-appearing plece 
of well-worn lumber, but when fitted 
to Its old place in the shaft corner, {t 
looms up, from the prosecution's 
standpoint, ax an object of the great- 
est value It fits into the saw-made 
gap as perfectly as a glove; there in

Be- 
ing afraid to touch the bodles h 
in and notified Recorder 
what he had seen. Officers proce

bodies of the woman and child. They 
Were identified as the persons who had 
gone riding with Schuler, 

At 6 o'clock thls morning the pro- 
prietor of the hotel knocked at Schu- 


ler's room and asked him where his 
family was. He replied that he had 
taken them last evening to Aztec, 
where they had taken the limited train 
for Mexico, 

"I think you are mistaken,” sald the 
brooprietor. “Your familly is not in

Schuler shut the door, and drawing

backs, The cigar case bore the name 
of Sum Kuenz.

@ solution In large measure satisfac- 
tory as the result of such an effort, 

4. The Synod would be glad to see 
Provision made for euch fuller moral 
religious Instruction in the Public 
schools as might be found consistent 
with the maintenance of the general 
system, and in view of the great im- 
portance to the community, of the 
moral and religious character of the 
teacher, the Synod would especially 
Urge the members of this Church to 
have constant and large regard to 
cherecter In the appointment of teach- 
ers.

FALL PLANTING. 


Some Varieties of 
Planted in the Fath. 


Grow Hotter if 


If properly planted In fall, some va- 
rleties of trees may grow 


If not planied with a view to 
prevent heaving by frosts, the risks of 
loss are greater than if 
done In the spring. The advantages of 
fall planting are that the ground Is 
sler prepared, and there is not such 
@ rush of work as fn the spring; fibrous 
reots start in the fall and the follow- 
ing season the tree makes a more yig- 
orous growth. 

After having carefully planted the 
tree, mulch with rotted manure that 
haa no straw in It, 
Mtter in the manure, field mice may 
harbor jn it and girdle the trees. 
fall and winter raing carry the valu- 
able parts of the manure Into the soll, 
where It Js held ready for the young 
roots of the tree when they make their 
demands for it. By this plan the life 
of the tree Js Insured, also a more vig- 
orous growth than could otherwise be 
If the ground is not fertile 
enough to Insure a Vigorous growth 
well rotted manure 
should be mixed with the earth that 
is Milled around the roots of the tree. 

The cost of the tree, the preparation 
of the ground, and digging the holes 
are exactly the same where these pre- 
cautions are not used In planting. This 
additional care gives a more vigorous 
growth to the young tree, renders It 
less Hable to the attacks of disease and |dy 
Irjury by Insects, and brings It into 
profitable fruiting much sooner than if 
planted in the usual way. 

Whilst on the topic of mulching it 
may be well to say that trees that have 
been planted within a year or twoand 
have not made a Vigorous growth, may 
be induced to do so next season by 
mulching with manure this fall—T. F,

Yesterday Was a Bad Day for 
the Defence. 


AYLESWORTH AGAIN ON THE STAND 


Was subjected by Mr, Lount, of counsel 
for the defence, Mr, Aylesworth will 
continue as the leading attraction in 
the great murder trial thin morning, 
4nd it in altogether Mkely that the 
reater portion, if not all, of the morn- 
ing session will be consumed in con- 
cluding his examination. 

The orinoners did not appear to have 
Passed a very pleasant night when 
they were brought into court in the 
morning; their faces were paler than 
usual, and bore a ploched, worried ex- 
Pression. An Harry handed his coun- 
sel, Mr. Johnston, a couple of pages 
of notes he had probably made in the 
wolitude of his prison cell, his hand 
shook perceptibly and there was a 
very noticeabie absence of that cheery 
smile of recognition with which he is 
wont to greet his counsel before the 
sommencement of each day's proceed- 
ings. It is not unlikely that the sen- 
sational developments of the day be- 
fore had had much to do with the ap- 
arent discomfort of the twins; certain 
4 is, wt all events, that they were not 
of 4 nature calculated to strengthen 
them in the belief that “the crown’s 
case is weaker than on the occasion of 
the former trial’ 

Mr. Aylesworth, as a witness, must 
be pronounced w success. His story of 
yesterday was plain,seemingly unadul- 
tefated and convincing, and his croas- 
examination at the hands of the able 
Mr, Lount was In strange contrast to 
that of six months’ ago, when the 
same legal gentieman so skilfully 
tangled him up that his evidence in 
chief must have been very materially 
weakened In the minds of the jury. Of 
course, the defence is not yet through 
with Mr. Aylesworth, and there is i 
dossibility that he may yet be broken 
down, but at the close of yesterday's 
Seasion {t was strongly impressed upon 
the two or three hundred spectators 
that In the battle of words between 
the prisoners’ former employe and the 
brilliant barrister for the defence the 
latter gentleman had come out second 
best 

t cannot be sald 
anything particularly new was elicits 
ed in the examination of Witnes: 
Aylesworth, but his story was of the 
deepest interest. Commencing with his 
first meeting with the prisoners and 
the dead boy, he was carried along 
bit by bit through all the transpira- 
Uons of the years which followed; his 
engagement @nd that of the deceased 
as clerks in the establishment of the 
Hyamses, the peculfar business meth- 
ods employed at the warehouse and 
office, the tragic scenes of the fatal 
day and his observations and inveeti- 
Bations at that time, the circumstan- 
ces surrounding the securing and col- 
lection of the heavy Insurances, the 
Erasping and esgerness of the ac- 
cused men with respect to Martha 
Wells’ heirloom, and the hundreds of 
other circumstances right up to the 
hour of the investigation, which led 
to the arrest and prosecution of the 
diminutive prisoners, were told with 
@ precision and earnestness that left 
but little room for doubt as to the 
relater's sincerity, 

The identification of an 
amount of clerical work that had been 
performed in connection with the Hy- 
amses’ alleged commercial agency; the 
bushels of addressed envelopes, as 
Mr. Osler termed the huge stack of 
staionery near the Jury box; the tell- 
tale bank cheques, which bear silent 
testimony to the driftings of large 
siices of the $30,000 which Martha 
Wells received as a result of the wu: 
timely killing of her young brother, 
were interesting features of Ayles- 
worth’s testimony, while the introduc- 
tion, as an exhibit, and the Identifica- 
tion of the blood-stalned chisel, a 
murderous-looking weapon, caused a 
little ripple of sensation in the crowd- 
ed court room.

One of the facts hard to explain by 
thin theory is that cancer usually oo- 
curs after thirty years of age. An- 
other is that there ja frequently a his- 
tory of injury at the neat of the malig- 
nant growth, 

The new’ theory—the paraaitic—has 
been growing in strength for many 
years. Sir James Paget suggested its 
Possibility by calling attegtion to the 
parasitic origin of most of the woody 
tumors found on trees. He predicted 
a similar origin for many of the tum- 
ors of thh animal kingdom, Many of 
the most famous men in medical scl- 
ence, Including Prof, Virchow, haye 
since been engaged in the Investigation 
of this subject. 

It has been proved that pecullar cell. 
ike bodies exist within the epithella! 
cella in cancer, and In the opinion of 
the most advanced Investigators these 
cells do not belong to the human organ- 
inm, but they are animal parasites of 
a y simple organization, consisting 
of a single cell and classified as one of 
the numerous forms of protozoa, 

‘The fact that cancer Is centagiouns is 
generally considered proved. In 1885 
Dr, John Hall reported five cases where 
the disease attacked both husband and 
wife. 

Dr. Guelilot of France, saw a hus- 
band, wife and servant die of the dis- 
ease within a few years ef one anoth- 
er, and two years later the father-in- 
law also died of cancer, 

Tt ts believed that the parasites of 
cancer, like those of cholera and other 
disqses, retain their virulence when 
Separated from the human body, and 
may be transmitted by water or be 
left in @ house by & cancerous patient, 

Dr. Guelllot published some remark- 
able observations on the subject of 
cancer houses. From these it appears 
that cancer has attacked the oocupants 
of certain houses for years and years. 
What is there in all the attempta at 
the horrible in fletion whose inmates 
are doomed to cancer? 

‘The following summary of the record- 
ed observations on this polnt appeared 
recently In La Medecine Moderne: 

“There are certain houses to which 
this dreadful malady is attached as a 
publican’s license fs to certain houses 
gland. In the French ‘town of 
Cornellles, a street, containing Aft 
four houses, has in its central part a 
veritable cancer nest, The disease in 
attached to seventeen houses altogeth- 
er. 

“Forty years ago a person dled of 
cancer in one of these houses, In the 
next fifteen years following five other 
persons died of cancer, elther in the 
house in which the disease seems to 
have become a fixture, or In the neigh- 
ing houses, which, by the way; are 
nll old and built aide by aide, with thin 
intervening walls. 

“Within the last twenty years fifteen 
more persons have died of cancer there, 
which seems to indicate that the pari 
aites which aro supposed to cause the 
disease are of slow growth, but gather 
strength as they continue to live, The 
house that first harbored a cancer pj 
tient forty years ago and three houses 
on one side of it and three on the other 
had fourteen cases of cancer of the 
number mentionad, all of which result- 
ed in death. 

And It should be emphasized that, 
according to rigid investigation, the 
persons who died of cancer in that 
neighborhood were not predisposed to 
the thelr ancestry, They 
t even related to one another 
They were simply people who took the 
places of tenants vacated hy othors 
who had dled, This street of Corneilies, 
belonging to the poor quarters of the 
town, Js Inhabited by citizens who can- 


not afford to be very fastidious about 
thelr mode of living. The majority 
probably moved Into the roomm where 


thowe that had died of cancer had lived 
without causing them to be repapered 


and repainted, though of course It Im 
in open question whether x ing

moment Blanchard jerked oo the other 
and the wagon atruck a large boulder on 
the side of the road, Mra, Blanchard 
was seot in the fair and she alighted on 
her head breaking her neck, Mer, Hurs 
ley saw the horses coming and ran out 
and stopped thom, tied {them and ran to 
where Mrs, Blanchard waa lying, Not a 
mioue elapsed from the time she ,had 
failen uutil Mr. Harley was at her side, 
but life was extinct.

} ed, the ratepayers failing to see the 
{use of much a body. The only course 
the county council could pursue under 
these circumstances was to jasue @ 
writ of seizure from the clerk of the 
court addressed to the sheriff insuruct- 
| ine the wherift of the county to take 
| the last assessment ro}l of the town- 
ship of Lowe and levy upon every 
| ratepayer of the township by act of ap- 
portionment of such arate of taxation 
As would cover the amount of the 
Judgments with interest and costs, 
This was done, but not a ratepayer 
of the township pald a cent of the 
taxation thus imposed. The next move 
of the county was to post up notices 
at the doors of churches and & all 
public places throughout the township 
Informing the ratepayers that if the 
tax Imposed was not paid within 15 
days their effects would be seized up- 
on. The county was also requirea to 
Rerve notices to this effect upon every 
| ratepayer. It was in carrying out this 
| duty that the hostilities began, 
The bailiffs sent to perform this work 
| Were assaulted, the notices taken from 
| them and torn to pieces. One of the 


then leading bailiffs of the county, 
Bailiff Flatters of Aylmer, who was 
afterwards shot dead near his home, 
Was one of the officers sent to serve 
these notices. He was selzed by the 
ratepayers, his papers taken from him 
and put into am cellar, where he was 
kept for 48 hours without food or 
drink 

Bailiffa have been recelying such 
treatment every time they set foot in 
the township on a similar errand since. 

In 1891, when Mr. C. B. Major, the 
Present county solicitor, was war- 
den of the county, he, County 
Clerk Desjardins and J. M. McDougal, 
QC,, then county solicitor, met the 
ratepayers of Lowe at two meetings, 
at which the ratepayers decided to re- 
orgunize as a municipal corporation, 
elect a council and again be represent: 
ed in the county council. A municipa! 
council was elected, and the reeve, Mr. 
McJaffray, took his seat at the county 
council board. The council decided 
gt one of their meetings upon motion 
of Reeve McJaffray, to settle the differ- 
ences with the county by paying all 
due by the judgments of the court with 
interest and costs. Three months after 
the passing of this resolutioin the 
township council of Lowe dissolved 
again and refused to meet their obli- 
gations. The council never was re-or- 
ganized, and since that time Lowe 
Township has been altogether with- 
out municipal government. 

The county council, however, since 
that time have done everything to 
bring about a settlement of the ar- 
rears. 

The two priests in the township,Rey. 
Father Foley of Farrelton and Rey. 
Father Blondin of Lowe, were asked 
to request their parishioners to pay up 
their taxes. They did so, and the 
parishioners promised thelr spiritual 
advisers that they would pay up, and 
for a time it was hoped a settlement 
would be realized. But the promises 
fell to the ground. 

Last July another fruitless attempt 
was made by the bailiffs to serve no- 
tices upon the ratepayers, The first 
ratepayer the bailiffs met, named 
O’Rooke, asked the bailiffs what they 
wanted on his premises,and when they 
Were about to serve a notice upon him 
as many as @ score of this ratepayer’s 
friends and relatives approached, 
abused the bailiffs, took their papers 
from them and told them to leaye the 
place as quickly as their heels could 
carry them. They obeyed the Injune- 
tion. It was thus plainly seen that 
there was no other way of coping with 
such people than by force. County 
Solicitor Major was Instructed to soll- 
cit ald from the Attorney-General of 
Quedes, and in response to this re- 
quest the Quebec Government have 
sent on a squad of police to protect 
the bailiffs in the performance of thelr 
duties.

Crown succeeded in putting the de- 
fence In a position were they deemed 
{F more to the interests of thetr clients 
to admit that they recelved this money 
than to have it proven before the jury 
that these algnatures were forgeries, 
The extent of the admission covers the 
purpose for which Barrister Smoke's 
testimony was so badly required by 
the Crown, z 

The cheque given by the New York 
Life in payment of the policies held 
by them on Wells’ life was, tp round 
numbers, for $29,900. Of this amount 
the prisoners are shown to have re- 
celved 0; worth got 
$4750, leaving less than 
actual beneficiary, It was in reference 
to the best way of escaping punish- 
ment for the forgeries he had com- 
mitted that Harry Hyams ts sald to 
bave sought advice from Bix bosom 
friend, Money-lender Lane. It ta the 
conversation that took place on that 
occasion that Lane conveniently forgot 
when he was on the witness stand 
Monday, and it is alleged by the Crown 
that It was upon the adviee given by 
Lane to Harry Hyams that the latter 
married Martha Wells. 

Among the rulings of His Lordship 
was the exclusion of the evidence of 
an attempt on the part of Dallas 
Hyams to suppress the publication of 
the Insurance article In February last 
by bribing The World reporter who 
Was assigned to the case 

Mr, D. Miller, manager of the Mer- 
chant’s Bank,ldentified a cheque which 
showed that on Noy, 3, 1893, Dallas 
Hyams drew from the Toronto branch 
of the bank $700, which had been 
transmitted by wire from Montreal on 
that day. On Nov. 8, again $900 was 
drawn by Dallas Hyams, transmitted 
in the same way. On June 16, 1893, 
Harry Hyams deposited, by cheaue on 
the Imperial Bank, the sum of $3000 
in the Merchants’ Bank. To simplify 
matters the defence admitted that on 
Sept. 30, 1893, Dallas Hyams and 
Thomas Horn attended the Yonge- 
street branch of the Imperial Bank 
and obtained a draft for $7964, pay- 
able to Martha W. Hyams, and trans- 
mitted the draft to her at Montreal 
The object of the Crown in showing 
the dealings of the prisoners with the 
Merchants’ Bank was to trace a por- 
tion of this money back to Dallas and 
show that he shared in the proceeds 
of Wells’ death. 

D. T. Ames of New York, pen artist, 
publisher of works on penmanghip,and 
expert examiner of hand-writing, step- 
ped into the witness box and with up- 
lifted hand repeated after High Con- 
stable Jones the words of the oath 
When asked his name, he drew from 
his pocket a number of cards and 
handed one to His Lordship and an- 
other to Stenographer Butcher, 

Mr, Ames was called to prove that 
the endorsation of cheques issued by 
Martha Wells, presumably to Alexand- 
er Crone, John Jackson, William Stone 
and Wililam Lee, were forgeries com- 
mitted by Harry Hyams In his efforts 
to obtain posseasion of the money for 
which it was alleged he killed Wells. 

The consultation Was continued for 
half an hour after the opening of the 
court for the afternoon session. Final- 
ly an agreement was reached and Mr. 
Osler rose to make this statement to 
the court 

“The evidence tendered of Mr. Ames 
and two or three other witnesses, and 
the evidence of Mr, Smoke, now under 
consideration by your Lordship, is ten- 
dered by the Crown with the view of 
having the total amount of money 
proceeds of this insurance reaching the 
prisoners.

Cannington, Noy. 20.A convention 
of the Liberal Conservative Association 
of North Ontario was held yesterday 
to nominate a candidate to carry the 
standard of the party at the coming 
bye-election.

The last time a Liberal-Conservative 
convention was called in| North On- 
tario was In February, 1891, when Mr. 
Madill was nominated. 

Two resolutions anent the death of 
the late lamented member were then 
read to the meeting, One had been 
prepared by William Smith, M.P., 
South Ontario, and the other by Mr.

After hearing them both the audi- 
ence preferred the latter, and a motion 
was carried authorizing the resolution 
to be sent on to the widow of the Jate 
Mr. Madill, as an expression of sor- 
row and a mark of the esteem in which 
the late member was held throughout 
the county.

Many months ago a proposition wa! 
made by our Government to the Home 
authorities asking for a conference to 
be convened with a view to discussing 
the Snancial aspects of the enterprise, 
whether it should be constructed as a 
state work, or the contract given to 
@ private company to build and op- 
erate, and in the eventof state 
ownership being decided upon, the 
proportions of the cost which should 
be assumed by the several Govern- 
ments Interested. Cable advices an- 
nounce to-day that at an Interview 
held between the Colonial Minister and 
the several Agents-General for the 
colonies yesterday, an agreement was 
reached to appoint six commissioners, 
to be nominated, two by the Imperial 
Government, two by the Australian 
colonies and two by Canada, for the 
purpose of considering the 
Cable matter in all its bearings. The 
Premier ought, certainly, to be one 
of the Commissioners for the Domin- 
fon, but In view of the near approach 
of the meeting of Parliament he can 
hardly leaye Canada for some weeks 
to come. It is assumed of course that 
Mr. Sandford Fleming, C.M.G., will be 
one of the commissioners for the Do- 
minion. 

A Winnipeg grain dealer has written 
to the Customs Department stating that 
he purposes shipping a large quantity 
of Manitoba wheat in a United States 
vessel from Duluth to Buffalo, to be 
stored In a bonded elevator there, and 
asking for information as to what 
steps he shall take to get the wh 
from Buffalo into Ontario duty free, 
if the markets tn this province wal 
rant him in so doing, He asks tl 
Customs authorities to give him the 
option of disposing of the wheat either 
in the United States or Canada, The 
question brings up a point raised iast 
year, viz, whether or not Canadian- 
grown grain cain be re-lmported Into 
Canada without payment of duty The 
decision of the Department last year, 
it will be remembered, was _advera 
to those dealers who had Canadian 
wheat stored in Buffalo, and who, 
when the market here was higher than 
in the United States, were anxious to 
sell the grain in Ontario.

But the great- 
ext drawback of all, perhaps, Is the

ft, The pride and Aimtiefaction which 
comes from owning ® good farm 1a Hel- 
dom felt by the European farmer. 

Methods of Tilling.—One thing T no- 
ticed particuarly in this respect was 
the good tillage given to the soll. A 
Jersey farmer plows 12 to 14 Inches 
deep, using six horses on the plow, 
while the Canadian farmer utilizes but 
five or wix Inches of the surface foil, 
and underneath Hes a wealth of plant 
food little used. The fact that these 
farmers grow two crops each year on 
land, not rich naturally, I proof that 
tillage and manures will tell for good 
on any farm. a 

Crops.—The chief crops of England 
and Scotland are grass and hay. 1 
asked a Scotoh farmer why ho had so 
iittle land plowed on his farm. He re- 
plied that there was least expense In 
growing grasa and hay for the returns, 
and that was why he had so many 
neres of green crops. Labor, too, he 
sald, was becoming more expensive 
and more diMcult to get each year, 
The chief crops in Jersey and Guern- 
ney are potatoes, fruit and elder, In 
North Holland, where the land has 
been stolen from the sea, th are 
very few plowed flelda— rly all grass 
and bay. Northern Germany produces 
a good ¢ of grain, while the crops 
of Denmark and Sweden resemble 
those of Ontario to quite an extent 
The cleht year rotation is common in 
Denmark, conslating of 1. bare fallow, 
2. wheat, 3. barley, 4. mangolds and 
potatoes, 5. barley, 6. oats, 7. hay, 8. 
pasture, Chicory is also grown quite 
extensively In Denmark and proved a 
very paying crop until the last year or 
two. 

Artificial manures are used quite 
extensively In addition to all the barn- 
yard manure available. T noticed that 
the liquid manure ts very carefully 
faved and applied to grass land, usu- 
ally after a field has been eaten over 
by the stock, and they have been 
changed to another. Seaweed and Gu- 
ano are the manures chiefly used by 
Channel Island farmers. The method 
of growing potatoes in Jersey Is worth 
noticing, The seed (whole) fs put in 
shallow boxes with seed end up, and 
these boxes put In a moderately warm 
place and the potatoes sprouted. When 
the sprouts are four to six inches long, 
the potatoes are placed very carefully 
in a furrow, made with a plow, and 
then covered lightly, This is done In 
February. In the latter part of April 
or beginning of May, the potatoes are 
dug and put upon the English market 
at a time when potatoes are scarce and 
dear, A few daya late In getting a 
crop to market makes the difference 
between making a good profit, and pro 
ducing them at a loss. There are but 
20,000 cultivated acres in Jersey, yet 
the annual export of potatoes Ix from 
£400,000 to £500,000 ($2,000,000 ta $2,500, 
000.) General agriculture Is being dis- 
carded in Guernsey and farmers are 
embarking In glas#-house culture to an 
extent that {s surprising. Tomatoes 
and grapes are grown under glass for 
the English markets, and these pay the 
farmers better than grain growing. 

Implements.—As a rule these are be- 
bind the times. Many plows are very 
crude {m manufacture, while the reap- 
ers are usually the cradle or sickle. In 
Denmark I counted 15 cradlers In one 
Neld at work, A few have American 
reapers but they are not common. At 
Lencherfleld farm, near Kallandburg, 
Zealand, the owner had about 50 men, 
women and children working at the 
harvest, whereas two binders would 
do more work than the whole lot, 
though Mr. Holm informed me that 
the binders had been tried on a fow 
farms and were not a success for the

iniey Mave more rains thaw we do in 
Dbarvest, whieh frequent oolineg them 


with fences, In Holland the fences are 
the canala which cut the country Into 
parallelograms, bounded by the waters 
of the Zuyder 7 mixed with rain 
water, In the Channel Islands and 
Denmark, montof the stock Is tethered 
when outside, consequently fences are 
not needed save on boundaries. When 
well kept, the hedges of Great Britatn 
look well and answer every purpose, 
but I saw many of them patched with 
old boards, wire stakes, eto, which are 
not artistic, The railways appear to 
have the best kept hedges. Sir J, B, 
Lowen has cut them nearly all down 
on hia estate, In time we shall see the 
need of doing away with about 60 per 
cent. of our present fences, but I doubt 
if hedges will take the place of those 
needed. I wan dis the 
hedges of Britain, of which sno much 
haw been sald 

Bulldings.—All farm. bullding& seem 
to have been built years ago, and there 
Ja little hope of them ever rotting, or 
tumbling down as they were bullt to 
xtond for ages. No unnecessary land 
js taken up with most of them, as you 
can atep from parlor to dining-room, 
from dining-room to kitchen, and from 
the kitchen you may step Into the cow 
stable or horse stable, or climb Into 
the hay mow a# fancy dictates, or the 
chores require. This Is handy, and 
economises land, but it Is not very san+ 
itary. 

Roads.—These are almost perfection 
Canadlana do not know how to bulld 
good roads, or if they do, it Is seldom 
or never done, It is little trouble for 
the European farmer to market hie 
produce, a the roads are kept in such 
a condition by means of “metal'* 
(broken granite) that may be tray= 
ersed all time: with a maximum load, 
T was told that there Is over two feet 
of this metal packed on some of the 
main roads, .which give leas under a 
Joad than a railway track does when a 
train passes over it. 

Stock.—While we have Individual an- 
imals that equal or surpass European 
stock, yet our average Is much below 
that found in the herds of the mother 
countries, In England the Shorthorn 
seems to predominate everywhere. 
Very few of the other breeds did I see 
from the train. After leaving Carllale, 
on the way from Manch 0 Glas- 
EGW, One sees no cattle except the Ayr- 
shire. In the County of Ayr she Is to 
be seen in her perfection, But the 
show-ring Is tending to spoll this noble 
cow for the dairy. So much Is this so, 
that breeders recognize two distinct 
strains of Ayreshires—one for the 
show, with little milk, and the other 
for milk but not found at the “shows, 
where judging is done by confornia- 
tion. The Holstein of North Holland. 
ig & cheese cow and furnishes the milk 
to produce the famous Edam and Gou- 
da cheeses, She, too, is in danger of 
being polled by developing “beefy ten- 
denoles.” The cattle of Denmark are 
chiefly of two breeds: the Red Danish 
and the Jutland, a black and white 
breed. The Red Danish are considered 
the better dairy cows, They are red 
in color and of the dairy form—in fact 
resembles a Canadian red cow that ts 
a@ good milker, 

The Jersey at home fs clean in the 
limb, face and neck, large barrell, with 
udder and veins marvellously deyel- 
oped—in fact a perfect machine for 
manufacturing rich milk out of grasa, 
clover, mangolds, carrots, bran and 
duiry cake. ’ 

Her cousin, the Guernsey, js much 
larger and an excellent dairy cow, gly- 
ing rather more milk of lighter color. 
There are few, if any, true représen- 
tatives of this breed fn Canada, Many 
of the cows Imported are the poorest 
on the island, as a first-class Jersey 
or Guernsey cannot be bought for less 
than £100—in fact, there are few, if 
any, of the very best for sale, 

On the continent the horses I saw 
were not good as a rule, To see the 
very best dray horses in the world, 
wuch as one sees In plotures, go to Liv- 


erpool, Glasgow, or London and see 
the powerful horses on the dray 
wagons. 

I am sorry that I shall not have 


space to say something about “the 
gintleman that pays the rint.” 

Farm Laborers.—Women play an im- 
portant part in the agricultural labor 
of Wurope. As the train whirled 
through the hay and harvest flelds, 
fine, healthy, good-looking women and 
maidens saluted us with their clean 
white aprons, merry laugh, and words 
of cheer, Women in Germany and the 
Channel Islands attend to the cattle 
nnd frequently they were to be se 
driving cows yoked to a wagon haul- 
Ing in grain or doing other work, as 
we passed along the road from Osna- 
bruck to Hamburg. In Scotland they 
are the cheese and butter makers. 

To plant and harvest the potatoes of 
Jersey requires a great deal of extra 
Jabor and this in supplied from Brit- 
tany, whence from 4000 to 5000 Jaborers 
come to the Island for about six weeks 
in the potato season. None of these 
are allowed to land unlesa they have 
at least five shillings on thelr person. 
The object of this rule is to ensure that 
they have sufictent means to keep 
them until they can find work and so 
not become a charge on the public. 
Very often the sum required Is ad- 
vanced by the protato grower and it Is 
refunded at the end of the season. ‘The 
right kind of farm labor seems to be 
nost as diMoult to obtain In the old

the proper condition and temperature 
for churning, when removed or akim- 
med. But when cream is raised by the 
cold, deepaptting or Swedish method, it 
temperature Is of course not the proper 
ene for churning, and unless sweet 
cream butter in preferred, it must be 
allowed to stand until the proper de= 
gree of acidity ts developed. 

On removing the cream, or separating 
it Mnally from the milk (I now refer to 
cream ralsed by the Swedlah method) 
it should be in tin pafls having 
Ventilated covers, and kept at a tem- 
beratyre of 62 degrees for twentyfour 
hours, when in most cases it will 
thicken and become slightly acid. Oc- 
casional stirring will be found bene- 
Nclal; of course the time it will be 
necessary to let the ¢ream stand wilt 
yary, but the condition above named 
should be reached, byt not greatly ox- 
ceeded, for reasons before mentioned 
When preparing to churn, temper the 
cream by placing the cream pails, o| 
at @ time, in vessels of hot or cola 
water as a higher or lower tempera- 
ture may be sought. Stir the cream 
with one hand, using any convenient 
article, and with the other hold in it 
& thermometer till the proper tem- 
perature has been rea: Then re- 
move the cream pail from the vessel 
of tempering water. Aw stated before, 
the proper temperature of cream for 
churning Is from 68 to 60 degrees in 
the summer, and from 60 to 62 degrees 
in the winter, 

This method of tempering cream Is 
better than to pour into it elther hot 
or cold water, especially the former, 
for It would melt the ofly portion and 
injure the grain of the butter. 

Prepare the churn by first scalding 
with hot water, then by rinsing with 
cold water. It makes but little dift 
ence what kind of a churn is used, 
only that it has no paddle, floats or 
shafts inside. It should be made of 
Food, sound sweet wood—hard wood of 
course preferred—amoothly finiahed, es 


pecially on the inside, and so cor 
structed that it can be easily kept 
clean. There can hardly be anything 


better than an ouk package. 
A churn should never be more than 
half full of cream, to insure which it 
should not be quite half full derore 
starting, for after a few revolutions 
the cream swells to the extent of con- 
siderably increasing its bulk. 

As Indicated by kind of churn here 
recommended, the agent employed to 
produce separation, or to “bring the 
| buttery" should be concussion floats 
driven through the cream, Even in the 
old-fashioned dash churn the agent em- 
i ployed in churning {s mainly concus- 
sion, and the grain of the butter ts less 
likely to be broken Jn that kind of a 
churn than one haying Internal parts 
that grind, 4s might be sald, rub 
it With the cream property tempered 
and not to exceed the proper amount 
jin the churn, churning may begin 

If w revolving churn 1s used—for Ins 
stance @ barrel churn, one revolving 
endwise—the revolutions must not be 
too rapid, say from alxty to sixty-five 
ber minute; for very thick cream, lean 
speed will answer. The motion glying 
greatest concussion is the correct one; 
it can be determined by the ear of 
the operator, and varied according to 
the condition of the cream. 

It is now conceded by experts in 
dairy matters that from twenty to 
;forty minutes Is about the time required 
in churning to produce the most mat: 
isfactory results in quantity and qual- 
ity 

The operation of churning should go 
no farther than to bring arid leave the 
butter in granular form. In most bar- 
rel churns that revolve endwike a 
amall, round pane of class is inserted

me good butter makers, whom I 
have conversed with, claim to get along 
well without working the butter, and 
If they can do #o successfully, it is 
certainly @ great point gained. This (s 
Another matter for butter makers to 
test for themselves by actual experl- 
ment, The reader can easily under- 
stand that as the buttermilk is all 
disposed of by rinsing and draining, the 
only need for working is to Iberate 
the brive. One thing Js certain, the leas 
working the better and if working can 
be entirely dispensed with so much the 
better. Overworking ruins a great 
deal of butter, 

In manipulating butter, never allow 
the bands to come in contact with it as 
their warmth melts and injures the 
grain. Break a plece of cold butter, 
and if the grain is perfect, the broken 
parts will resemble the broken parts 
of cast jron or stecl, also the same as 
some rock formations, 

The advantage of making butter In 
sranular form must be apparent to the 
reader as the process is set forth in 
this article, Those who have never 
Practiced that method will do well to 
try It 

The impression that seems to be cur 
rent to a great extent that better but- 
ter can be made in factories, or as they 
are properly called public creameries, 
than In private dairies, is an erroneous 
one. It is true that better butter Js 
made In factories than is in many tn- 
wtances made In private Gairies, but 
there Is no reason why just as, good 
butter cannot be made at home on the 
farm 48 at any factory or public cream- 
ery 

The art of butter making ts a almple 
one, care and cleanliness entering 
largely into it. Churning is an import- 
ant factor In the art. There is noth- 
ing In the entire system of butter mak- 
Ing but can be tested by any Intelli- 
Kent and painstaking man or woman.— 
F. W. Mosely, Clinton. 


STOCK NOTES. 


Animals cannot thrive their best 
When food is given them at any time of 
day or of night which happens to sult 
the convenience of the feeder. Irreg- 
ular feeding disturbs and deranges the 
organs of digestion and assimilation 
wo that they full to make the most out 
of the food supplied. If food is given 
before its regular time there is over- 
loading, and the organs are put to work 
before they have recovered from the 
Previous meal. If delayed, the animal 
is apt to cat too much and too rapidly; 
there Is poor mastication and digestion, 
“nd, therefore, there is loss and harm. 


If we stint @ ration we fail to make 
all which is possible out of the food 
and out of the animal, It is food con- 
sumed over and above what js noed- 
ed to sustain animal life which gives 
a return of profit; so that fullest promt 
follows fullest judicious feeding. 

Variety of food necessarily lessens 
Waste, for the animal then gets all the 
elements essential to animal growth, 
A continual ration of but a aii gle item 
will probably supply some elements 
to excess, and that which is not made 
use of Is wasted; and a variety con- 
duces to a good appetite, too. 


The more we look {nto the fodder 
question the more one Is convinced that 
if the Intelligent, economical farmer 
Will save everything which grows on 
his farm, suitable for forage, in ten 
years he may bo Independent, able to 
keep A year's supply on hand to tide om 
&n occaslonal off year when it comes, 


Why not save time and labor by hay- 
ing some old wagon standing near the 
stables, and a plank reaching it on 
which @ wheelbarrow can be ran, that 
the m&nure may be dumped therein di- 
rectly, to be hauled away as often as 
full, and taken to the felds direct? Be- 
ides, the wastes of the barnyard will 
@ nvolded

"In order to fish at any depth desired 
this dredge was attached to a gigantic 
reel containing four miles of tbree- 
elghts-inch steel wire. When we let 
tho dredge down and scraped the bot 
tom of the ocean we would bring up 
@s much as a ton in welght of mud, 
starfish, worms, anemones, fish, 
shrimps, and shells of various kinds 
Oftentimes we would have two or three 
dozen different kinds of fish In the 
dredge. 

“The queerest fish that we got, the 
Ike of which has never been seen be- 
fore, was twenty-six Inchs long and 
weighed between clght and nine 
pounds. It was taken at @ point about 
100 miles southwest of the Pribyloft 
Islands, at a depth of 1,700 fathoms. it 
resembled the fish known as the mac- 
rurus, but still wan essentlally differ~ 
ent from anything before discovered 
Its head was peculiarly Mat in appear- 
ance, Its eyes very large, and itm tall 
dwindll to a point, and being curled 
in action something Ike that of 
snake. 

“It was physically constructed so 
that It could only live at this great 
depth in the ocoan, where the welght 
of the water was so great that it 
would kill all other animal life, When 
the fish was drawn up Its stomach was 
crushed up out of its mouth, and its 
eyes were puffed out. It could not live 
in the upper waters. In its native 
depths the darknes was so dense that 
no other fish could nee anything. It 
Was also as cold as In the Arctic re- 
tions. 

“When the Albatross reached the 
Pribvlof Islands, I stopped and spent 
rome time there looking after the seals.

NEARING 


ITS CLOSE. 


The Hyams Twins Will Boon 
Know Their Fate. 


Exe 
Toronto, Nov, 26—The third 
week of the greatest  orlminal 
trial in the history of Canada has 


closed, and though the detutly of the 
ease are being placed before the pub- 
Nic for the fourth time in ten months, 
the Interest evinced is a» great as 
when, in February last, The World 
Unearthed the alleged crime and pub- 
shed the series of articles which led 
to the arrest of Harry Place and Dal- 
las Theodore Hyams, upon the charge 
of having murdered Willie Wells. 

When tho present trial opened on 
Nov. 6, certain journals predicted for 
it @ speedy termination, 
wround of the prophecy that 
Crown's case hadsbeen greatly weak- 
ened, while the defence had gathered 
corresponding strength. Aw every one 
knows, the prediction has utterly fali- 
ed of fulfilment, 17 days having al 
ready clap) nce the trial began, 
with overy prospect that the statement 
mide by The World more than two 
weeks ago will be borne out, that it 
would be near the firat of December 
before the jury had passed decision 
upon the evidence and announced the 
fate of the twink No doubt the pro- 
phecy of the collapse of the Crown's 
case was inspired, but no prediction 
made by Weather-Man Wiggins ever 
went wider of the mark, 

Probably no murder trial in the his- 
tory of Canada has been marked with 
such repeated and persistent objection 
on the part of the defence to evidence 
offered by the prosecution, and It is re- 
markablé, moreover, that the de- 


cisions of His Lordship upon every 
question of — vital importance 
which called for his ruling 
have been in favor of the acoused. So 
much of the Crown's Important testl- 
mony Was adjudged Jnadmisalble 
Hix Lordship the defen 

cherished the hope of preventing the 
Crown from proving the strongest 
point in thelr case, the motive for 
which the crime 8 committed. The 
evidence of the street car men,of the at- 
tempt to Insure the life of Mrs. Hyams, 
the story of Mrs, Hyams herself and 
also that of her solicitor, Mr Smoke, 
were all of value to the Crown, and 
had important bearings on their case. 
With the exclusion of all this, the de- 
tence were confident of weakening the 
Prosecution to such an extent that 
nequittal would be assured: The evi- 
dence of the attempt to insure the life 
of Mrs. Hyams was not admitted at 
the last trial, and therefore the lose of 
it did not detract from the strength of 
the case as first presented against the 
prisoners, ‘The testimony of the street 
car men was Intended to show that it 
4s ll am. before Harry Hyams went 
for Dr. King, on the day of the tra- 
gedy, and that the killing therefore 

‘Guld not have occurred between 9 and 
0 o'clock, aw the defence allege. This 
polnt Is not of great Importance to the 
prosecution, for, as Mr. Osler said to 
the jury, In his opening address, “A 
few moments of time make little dif 
ference, a8 & man who could be there 
to help take the weight off Wells’ head 
could have been there to help put it 
on,” 

The only object the Crown had in 
Fressing for the admission of the evi 
dence of Mrs. Hyams and her sollol- 
tor was to trace the proceeds of the 
death of Wells into the hands of the 
Prisoners, Without this testimony the 
motive could not have been clearly ¢s- 
tablished, and as might be expected, 
there was rejoicing in the camp of the 
defenc the prospect of its exclu- 
sion, But the jubilee was of short 
tration. By a move which was en- 
trely unexpected by the defence, Mr, 
Osler was about to prove that at least 
$8500 of the money was secured by the 
prisoners by forgery, when Meesrs. 
Jobnston and Lount made an offer of 
compromise, This was accepted by the 
Crown, and the defence in admitting 
the reception of $22,800 of the tnsur- 
ance money surrendered everythiag 
they had won by His Lordship's rul- 
Inks, and the Crown's case remained 
stronger on this point than at the 
last trial. 

Of the new evidence presented by 
the Crown, that which contributes 
greatest strength to thelr case ig the 
testimony of witnesses proving that 
there was a wound over the left eye. 
When it is rernembered that the whole 
fabric of the defence reste upon the 
essumption that Wells was struck on 
the right side of the head by the fall- 
ing welght, and again in the same 
place as his head lay on the floor, the 
importance of this piece of evidence 
Will be appreciated, In the now cele- 
brated Johnstonian theory no_pro- 
vision 1s made for the inflfction of this 
second wound, and the Crewn will ask

when the killing occurred, 

Fve days were spent jn hearing the 
opinions of the medical experta called 
by the Crown and defence to contra- 
dict one another. Bolled down, thelr 
whole testimony amounts to thia: the 
Crown oxperts see evidences of two 
lines of force and two distinct blows; 
experts aay one blow could 
4 the fractures, but admit 
that thelr theory does not exclude the 
ock-down blow the Crown claims 
8 delivered. 

Since the opening of the present trial 
rumors have been rife of new and sen- 
sationol evidence for the defence, If 
the testimony of the three new witnes 
ses who were called on Saturday te 
any criterion of what Ia to come, the 
prosecution have every reason to be 


thankful to the defence for putting

Dairying in Russia, ‘ 
As but few of our readers will ever | 
have occasion to Indulge in Russian 
butter, we give the following descrip- 
tion of the methods of that country. 
Those who reside near cities produce 
gome poor butter and some milk for 
sale, but those living remote from 
market produce no more than they can 
consume. The cows are fed in winter | 
on coarse food such as oat, barley and 


the most. The milking Is done vy 
stripping with thumb and finger. The 
milk is set in cellars in earthen crocks, 
hard to clean, and the milk sours very 
quickly. To avoid this difficulty some 
of the peasants keep a number of small 
frogs in thelr cellars for the purpose of 
putting in their milk, their idea be- 
ing that these cold creatures take the 
heat out of the milk, and they put them 
in to keep it sweet longer. The cream 
is dipped off with wooden spoons and 
churned in an earthen pot by stirring 
with a stick and the butter is worked 
with the hands.

They w passing the warehouse in 
Colborne-atreet and the witness went 
to the door to look In, Wella asked 
him to come in and see the warehouse, 
They went into the basement to see 
the holst. Wells commenced operating 
it by means of the pull rope, which, 
according to the story of the witnens, 
was on the south side. The weight 
stopped in the shaft, and Wells asked 
the witness for his walking stick to 
free it from its position, The weight 
Was then lowered into the basement, 
when Wells demonstrated to the wit 
ness how the weights were changed. 
In placing the hook back Into posl- 
tion, Wells left it only partially In the 
eye, with the point caught. The wit- 
neas drew the attention of Wells to 
the dangerous poaition in which the 
hook was left. ‘The weight was again 
lowered by Wells, but the hook was 
Jeft as Wells had put ft. When the

The day after the accident the wit- 
ness, Tallor White and a man named 
Crone went to the warehouse again. 
The next day the same trio went down 
to the warehouse basement, where the 
witness showed his companions how 
he had seen the nose of the hook 
cought in the ring, The welght was 
raised until It came into contact with 
the celling.

When the court adjourned last night 
the prisonera were handcuffed toxe- 
ther usual by Constable Burns and 
taken down to the back entrance of 
the court house and there awalted the 
arrival of the hacks which were a few 
minutes later than usual Both pria- 
oners appeared to be In very good 
spirita and conversed lightly with the 
guards, Harry was smoking a cigar 
and laughingly said he was going out 
for his evening drive, 

“Guesa your supper was cold when 
you got to the jail last night, wasn’t it?” 
said one of the guards, “No,"' replied 
the twins In chorus, Harry continuing 
to say that they had a nice, warm, 
supper and that It was generally there 
by 6 o'clock. 

Harry had several clears in hia poc- 
ket and generously offered some of 
them to those standing near.

For over a year a well-known artist 
on the staff of a California magazine 
Has lived, with his wife, in a cottage 
vu whee! The original cost of the 
bullding was 3500, and its owner has 
ilready made enough by the saving In 
rent and expenses to pay for tt. The 
van is somewhat similar to those in 
use by gypsies, but is fitted up in 
much more comfortable style. It has 
one room ten feet long, four and a half 
feet wide and six feet three inches high 
and in this space the artist and his 
wife live, eat and sleep. At one end of

two horses, Last winter the artist 
made a leisurely tour of the hills and 
velleys, sketching as he went.

The result haa been achleved largely 
by pasteuriwing the milk and cream 
and then Introducing the desired kind 
of bacteria, known to tile men an 
pure cultures. This method, so use- 
ful and satisfactory In Denmark, has 
found favor in the United States also, 
Over 100 creameries on the other side 
of the line are Introducing pure cul- 
tures. So It may now be stated as a 
fact, that the sblence of bacteriology Is 
furnishing information which enables 
the butter-maker to make butter of 
superior flavor, more uniform charac- 
ter, and better keeping quality; the 
milkman, to have his milk sweet and 
free from disease-producing germs; 
and the cheese-maker, to understand 
and control to a large extent the rip- 
ening and flavor of his cheese. 

It Is true that the methods of ap- 
plying our present knowledge of lnc- 
teal bacteriology are still Imperfect, 
but by patient study, persistent ef- 
f(rt, and unswerving perseverance, the 
bacterlologist may eventually do for 
th dairying what he has already done 
in the fleld of medical science, Weare 
pleased to learn that all second and 
third years students and all dairy stu- 
dents at the Guelph Agricultural Col- 
lege are now recelying instruction In 
this new and important branch of sci- 
ence.

SENATOR PERURY AS A FARMED, 


He Finds tne Business of Agriculture 
Very Profitable in Assinibola—Advice 
Which Should be Noted. 

Montreal, Nov, 27.—A gentleman in 
town has received a letter from Hon. 
Senator Perley of Wolseley, Assinibow, 
one of the most successful farmers in 
the Canadian Northwest, giving some 
Interesting Information regarding that 
vast territory and the success which 
has attended his labors and which 
others can easily achieve. The Sena- 
tor was u farmer in New Brunswick 
for 22 years before following Horace 
Grecley’s advice; but when he went 
west—although aware that to succeed 
® man had to know something about 
the business besides holding the plow, 
that system and climate together with 
the natural conditions of the country 
had a great deal to do with successful 
agriculture—like o sensible man, he 
resolved to study the problem of the 
country, and to educate himself as to 
what was the best system to pursue 
before starting; his means being Um- 
Hed, he says, he could not afford to 
make a mistake. On arriving in Win- 
nipeg, thirteen years ago, he first noted 
that the cattle were sleek and uniyer- 
sally fleshy, fatter than any animals 
he had ever sold off his New Bruns- 
wick farm, and which would rank 
amongst the best he had ever seen in 
that Province. Their fine condition, he 
knew, was not due in the least to the 
skill or care in feeding,for the owners 
were not practical farmers, so he con- 
cluded that there was something in the 
grasses of the Northwest that 
was not contained in the 
grasses of Eastern Canada which ac- 


to the conclusion.” he writes, 
the great natural source of 
Wealth of the west was in the grasses 
of the prairie; and now after thirteen 
years’ close observation and seven 
years’ actual experience in farming in 
this Northwest, I am convinced that 
if a man falls in farming it is hin own 
fault and not that of the country.” 

The Senator strongly favors mixed 
farming as the speediest road to suc- 
cess. “While certain sections may be 
Particularly well adapted to wheat 
raising,” he says, “I am of the opin- 
jon that nineteen out of twenty dis- 
tricts are better adapted, or at least 
as well adapted. for mixed farming.” 

True a number of persona have fail- 
ed to make farming pay, but the Sena- 
tor attributes the faituae to their own 
fault. He himself occupied a farm on 
which two men had fatled in raising 
wheat, and he started In mixed farm- 
ing with 20 cows and four hogs, and 
his stock pald the bills. The cower 
lived on the grass in summer, costing 
nothing except the herding, and hay, 
which was easily and cheaply gat, fur- 
nished winter food. The skinimed mNk 
fed the pigs. So he was not dependent 
on wheat raising alone, as many geét- 
tlors were and still are 

“The following rule is practised on 
our farm," the Senator writes, “and 
we find it works successfully: The 
firat principle to adopt is to ralse on 
the farm all the food that is required 
by the family that the soll of the 
farm and climate of the district will 
Produce. That done, there !s little 
to buy in the grocery ne; as in any 
of the thirteen years I have been in 
the country a farmer could raise his 
a, meat—the best of all kinds— + 
er, milk, cream, poultry, emf, tor 
wether with almont every Kind of ves~ 
etables—nearly all his iiving. 

“The next and a most important rule 
to observe In to nell nothing of an tn- 
ferlor quality. The best only should 
bo sold; then the sale in easily made 
and the best prices obtained.

If 
the potatoes are dug at once, or before 
the growths have reached the tubers, 
the rot will not take place from the 
effects of the blight for the cause of 
the rot, the mycellum, has not as yet 
begun its work among the tissues of 
the tuber. Early digging if prompt, It

ratio of rot. The macrosporium dils- 
ease that Prof. Galloway says pre- 
valls more than the true blight, and ts 
mistaken for it, does not cause the rot 
known to potato raisers. The true 
potato biight begins with the presence 
of darkish raised spots on the leaves 
of the potato, and if the weather Is fa- 
vorable spreads very quickly over a 
Potato patch, or In the course of a day 
or two. It may or may not, according 
to conditions, The Bordeaux mixture

and Toe on Rallway Tracks. 


At the recent Scandinavian Railway 
Congress, held at Copenhagen, a num- 
er of plans were adopted to prevent 
the accumulation of snow and ice on 
rallway tracks. The work of freeing 
the tracks of snow {s especially dim- 
cult in these countries. It has been 
found that by putting salt on the 
ground about the tracks In large quan- 
tiles frost has been prevented for a 
period of nine years. It was stated 
that "during last winter 33,688 ralla in 
more than 2000 different laces on a 
single railway were lifted by the frost 
so as to endanger the trains. Ice was 
removed by the use of dynamite. Every 
iccomotive on the line has been equip- 
ped with a snow plow, which will be 
cerried throughout the winter.
